This  program  provides  an  accelerated  capital  cost  allow- 
ance against  corporate  taxable  income  for  a range  of 
conservation  and  renewable  energy  equipment.  It  is  appli- 
cable to  business  and  industry  and  covers  equipment  or 
systems  designed  to  recover  energy,  reduce  energy  waste, 
or  utilize  renewable/alternate  energy  sources.  Capitalized 
costs  of  equipment  and  installation  in  new  or  retrofitted 
facilities  are  eligible. 

The  allowance  is  a "fast-write-off"  of  machinery  and  equip- 
ment that  forms  part  of  a system  as  listed  in  Class  34  of  the 


Income  Tax  Regulations.  In  these  regulations,  eligible  assets 
which  save  energy  or  use  renewable  sources  of  energy- 
can  be  written  off  over:  1 ) two  years  if  acquired  within  the 
eligible  period  but  before  November  12, 1981  (up  to  50%  in 
the  first  year  and  the  balance  in  any  subsequent  year). 
2)  three  years  if  acquired  within  the  eligible  period  but 
after  November  12, 1981  (up  to  25%  in  the  first  year,  up  a 
further  50%  in  the  second  year  and  the  balance  in  any 
subsequent  year). 

To  qualify,  an  asset  must  be  acquired  before  1985  and 
hove  been  purchased  by  a Canadian  taxpayer  for  use  in 
a business  in  Canada,  and  be  certified  by  the  Minister  of 
Energy,  Mines  and  Resources. 

Assets  that  qualify  under  Class  34  include  equipment  incor- 
porated in  systems  used  for  the  purposes  of:  - heat  recovery, 
small  scale  hydro-electric  generation,  active  solar  heating, 
heat  generation  by  combustion  of  a fuel  other  than  oil 
including  municipal  and  wood  wastes,  and  cogeneration 
of  heat  and  electricity.
